Thirty-eight  Cubans  in  all 
were  brought  here  by  the  Coast 
Guard  Feb.  2 when  their  four 
boast  were  stopped  for  fishing 
inside  the  three-mile  U.  S.  ter- 
ritorial limit  near  East  Key  in 
the  Dry  Tortugas,  about  65  miles 
west  of  here.  Nine  of  the  crew- 
men were  later  released  to  re- 
turn to  Cuba  because  they  were 
juveniles.

Students  from  each  of  the  four 
departments  have  spent  long 
hours  on  the  projects  from  the 
planning  stages,  to  the^  actual 
construction,  and  they  are  work- 
ing even  harder  now.  to  make 
sure  that  the  exhibits  will  be 
'ready  for  the  Friday  deadline. 

OPEN-HOUSE  is  scheduled  for 
Friday  3 to  9 p.m.  and  Saturday 
9 a.m.  to  5 p.m.  in  the  Engineer- 
ing Lab.  The  public,  students,  fac- 
ulty, and  special  groups  are  wel- 
come. Tours  of  the  displays  wiU 
be  conducted  by  students  from 
the  engineering  societies. 

The  Mechanical  Engineering 
Department  has  divided  its  dis- 
plays into  two  sections.  Propul- 
sion systems  will  include  a yyork- 
ing  model  of  a rotary  engine,  a 
free  piston  engine,  and  a turbine 
engine. 

Transportation  systems  which 
will  be  included  are  working  mod- 
els of  a mono-rail,  an  automat- 
ically controlled  bus  featuring  a 
photoelectric  . gmdance  system, 
and  a scale  model  of  a hydro- 
foil boat.  _ ” 

THE  ROTARY  engine  will  fea- 
ture new  developments  in  this 
field.  Known  as  the  Wankel  ro- 
tating combustion  engine,  it  is 
the  first  piston  rotary  engine 
which  has  performed  3vell  enough 
to  be  used  in  an  automobile  and 
is  being  used  this  year  for  the 
first  tii^e  in  a European  sports 
car.  , ^ ... 

Civil  Engineering  students  will 
show  an  example  of  modern  con- 
struction—a roof  made  of  a com- 
pound hyperbolic-paraboloid  thin 
shell  of  concrete.  The  model, 


There  will  be  demonstrations 
of  an  analysis  of  the  stresses  in 
a bridge  by  photo-elasticity;  one 
model  of  modern  bridge  construc- 
tion will  show  the  use  of  high 
strength  steels  .and  new  fabrica- 
tipn  techniques. 

THE  MECHANICAL  Engineer- 
ing Department  will  display  a 
bench  scale  pilot  plant  which 
will 'Show  the  actual  production 
of  nylon.  A model  of  a distillation 
column  will  be  displayed  and  will 
show  a system  used  in  the  sep- 
aration of  different  materials. 

Students  from  the  Electrical 
Engineering  Department  have 
constructed  a display  on  direct 
distance  dialing. 

VISITORS  WILL  compare  a 
transistorized  ignition  sytem  with 
a conventional  system  while 
spark  plugs  from  each  system 
are  fired  under  simulated  condi- 
tions. 

Another  display  will  show  the 
possibilities  of  solar  ertefgy  fu- 
ture homes.  The  energy  from  the 


has!  sun,  converted  into  electrical  en- 
ergy, can  be  used  directly  to  op- 
erate electrical  appliances,  or 
stored  in  batteries. 

A DEMONSTRATION  on  some 
of  the  basic  principles  of  televis- 
ion will  show  how  a TV  picture 
is  made  up.  An  oscilloscope  is 
used  to  represent  a home  receiv- 
er, and  a “spot  scanner”  repre- 
sents a TV  camera. 

A demonstration  on  “ultrason- 
ic” cleaning,  will  show  how  the 
use  of  extremely  high  frequency 
vibrations  in  a tank  of  plain  wat- 
er, can  cut  grease,  remove  a coat 
of  paint,  and  even  kill  gerfns.

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Sociological  Roots  Of  Radical

Most  histories  and  evaluations 
of  ultra-right  wing  political  or- 
ganizations have  been  either  bi- 
ased or  merely  presentations  of 
biographical  data.  The  Kadk^ai 
Kight,  edited  by  Daniel  Bell,  goes 
beyond  this  usual  random  ap- 
proach and  probes  deeply  into 
the  socio-psychological  roots  and 
implications  of-  this  much-vilified 
political  phenomenon. 

The  authors  of  Tlie  Radical 
Right  find  ultra-right  wing  move- 
ments deeply  embedded' in  fund- 
amentalistic  attacks  on  sciences 
and  the  patriotic  vigilantism  of 
the  1920’s.  They  state  that  right- 
ists do  not  understand  social 
change  and  seek  to  hold  fast  to 
archaic  status  symbols. 

Therefore,  their  fear  is  not 
Communism,  but  -modernity— 
which  is  why  liberalism  is  equat- 
ed with  Communism.  Thus  right- 
wingers find  no  support  among 
old  economic  interest  groups,  but 
rather  are  concerned  with  status 
and  status-politics. 

To  be  more  specific,  consider 
the  following  sociological  and 
psychological  personality  traits 
which  rabid  rightists  exhibit  as 
they  move  throughout  the  coun- 
try. 

According  to  the  authors  of’ 
T’lio  Radical  Right,  a typical  ul- 
tra-rightist is  morally  weak,  emo- 
tional and  irrational,  a fearful 
paranoid,  anti-modern,  anti-intel-

lectual,  dispossessed,  frustrated, 
conforming  and  non-individualis- 
tic,  afraid  of  losing  status,  root- 
less, wants  to  identify,  has  a 
blocked  id  and  ego,  is  anti-pro- 
gressive and  feels  to  be  non-ac- 
cepted. 

After  this  jargonistic  jungle- 
ride,  we  see  that  these  traits  have 
been  enmeshed  irretrivably  by 
said  authors  upon  the  personality 
superstructure  of  radical  right- 
ists. 

Let  us  look  further  into  some 
of  these  contentions.  How  is  the 
radical  rightist  morally  weak?  He 
cannot  meet  the  responsibilities 
of  modern  society  and  he  there- 
fore, is  weak  because  he  desires 
to  destroy  thd  social  and'  politi- 
cal fabric  by  advocating  panaceas 
without  entering  the  problem  in- 
to traditional  political  machinery. 

The  radical  rightist  is  emotion- 
al and  irrational  because  he  is 
living  at  a time  when  America 
is  undergoing  important  internal 
changes  which  have  strained  the 
social  and  political  system. 

This  change  is  automatically 
accompanied  by  irrational  be- 
havior which  distorts  value  pat- 
terns and  normal  traditions.  This 
irrationalism  becomes  a vehicle 
leading  to  “over-determinism” 
which  naturally  addresses  itself 
to  anxiety,  aggression  and  re- 
gression. V 

Regression  is  a requisite  for 
“fantasy  dreaming"  and  serves 
as  a substitute  for  hard  programs 
and  answers.  Simply,  they  blame 
everything  on  the  Communists. 

The  radical  rightist  is  a para- 
noid because  he  continually  talks 
of  internal  subversion.  He  can- 
not explain  or  cope  with  the  mod- 
ern world  so  he  creates  '^fear 
justifying"  threats  in  order  to  ex- 
plain his  fright  which  is  really 
provoked  by  other  reasons. 

The  other  reason  may  be  fear

of  modern  mass  society  which 
will  rob  him  of  his  status  (de- 
pending on  whether  his  mobility 
is  upward  or  downward)  and  his 
newly  acquired  wealth. 

Perhaps  the  main  concern  of 
the  book  is  with  the  ^status-orien- 
tation of  the  radical  right.  This 
point  is  explained  in  terms  such 
as  “status  politics,"  “interest  pol- 
itics” and  “class  politics.” 

Status  politics  is  concerned 
with  groups  moving  upward 
(wealth,  social  position)  which 
are  often  as  anxious  and  as  polit- 
ically febrile  as  groups  that  have 
become  declasse.  Conversely, 
groups  which  have  lost  their  so- 
cial position  seek  more  violently 
than  ever  to  impose  on  all  groups 
older  values  of  a society  which 
they  once  bore. 

“Interest  politics”  is  the  clash 
of  material  aims  and  needs  of 
various  groups  and  blocs.  Class 
politics  refers  to  political  divis- 
ions based  on  discord  between  the 
traditional  right  and  left,  i.e.  be- 
tween those  who  favor  redistri- 
bution of  income  and  those  fa- 
voring the  preservation  of  the 
status  quo. 

The  radical  rightist  therefore, 
is  one  whose  mobility  is  either 
upward  or  downward  but  not

“COLLEGE  YBAKS  are  years 
of  turmoil  because  they’re  years 
of  decision,”  Bruce  said.

the  middle  of  March. 

FINAL  Congressional  passage 
of  the  biggest  tax  cut  in  the  na- 
tion’s history  will  come  next 
week,  more  than  a year  after 
the  late  President  Kennedy  pro- 
posed it  as  a means  of  spurring 


Zanzibar  Ousts 
U.S.  Personnel

ZANZIBAR,  (UPD— President 
Abeid  Karume  Wednesday  gave 
American  and  British  diplomats 
24  hours  to  leave  Zanzibar  be- 
cause Washington  and  London 
have  not  recognized  the  new  re- 
gime in  this  island  republic ' off 
the  East  coast  of  Africa. 

U.  S.  charge  d’affaires  Donald 
Petersen  and  British  High  Com- 
missioner Timothy  Crosthwait 
were  summoned  to  the  Beitela- 
jaib,  the  Secretariat  building  of 
the  new  People’s  Republic  of 
Zanzibar,  to  be  present  at  a meet- 
ing of  the  cabinet. 

Karume  received  the  two  diplo- 
mats separately.  He  told  them 
that,  in  yiew,  of  the  delay  in  rec- 
ognition of  his  new  regime  by 
the  United  States  and  Britain,  he 
was  requesting  their  departure 
within  24  hours. 

Crosthwait  has  been  high  com- 
missioner of  Zanzibar  since  it  be- 
came an  independent  state  with- 
in the  British  Commonwealth 
last  Dec.  10.  Since  the  coup,  he 
has  remained  on  the  island  with- 
out accreditation  of  status  as 
high  commissioner.

In  less  than  two  years  the  pools  will 
be  completed  in  the  new  physical  edu- 
cation building  and  weTl  all  be  splash- 
ing around  like  Floridans  in  their  first 
snow.'  The  building  is  schedukd  for 
completion  in  fall  1965. 


Plans  call  for  the  construction  of 
three  separate  pools ; a beginner’s  pool, 
a diving  pool,  and  an  olympic-style  com- 
petitive pool.  Plans  call  for  the  begin- 
Mr  Hodffp  ner’s  pool  to  go  from  314  feet  on  each, 
end  414  in  the  middle.  It  will  be  42 
feet  wide  and  75  feet  long.- 

There  will  be  two  3 meter  boards  and  two  one 
meter  boards  installed  for  the  diving  tank  which  will 
measure  60  feet  by  38  feet  and  will  range  in  depth  from 
13  to  1414  feet.  ^ 

The  competitive  pool  will  be  60  feet  wide  and  00 
feet  long.  There  will  be  eight  swimming  lanes  and 
will  have  scum  gutters  of  a racing  type  with  contin- 
uous overflow. 

The  competitive  area  of  the  natatorium^  (swim- 
ming area)  will  be  etiuipped  with  seating  facilities  for 
1100  spectators.  Aluminum  diving  boards  will  be  in- 
s-ialled  in  addition  to  motion  picture  and.  television 
booths,  underwater  lighting,  permanent  racing  lanes 
and  arrangements  for  underwater  obseiwation  and 
photography. 


New  Area  For  Intramural  Activity 

It  will  be  good  news  when  BYU  begins  intercol- 
legiate swimming  competition,  but  the  really  good  tid- 
ings will  be  the  facilities  for  student  recreation. 

One  gentlemen  told  me  he  was  here  in  1950  but 
transferred  to  another  school,  mainly  because  BYU  lack- 
ed a swimming  program.  Fourteen  years  later  and  he  s 
back  ahead  of  schedule  but  he’s  determined  to  jump  the 
gun  and  make  the  BYU  swimming  program  pay  off. 

He  proposes  (see  article  elsewhere  on  this  page) 
to  begin  an  “Aquatic  Council”  similar  to  groups  al- 
ready in  existence  in  may  areas. 

His  idea  is  sound.  An  organization  c»f  this  type, 
composed  almost  entirely  of  students,  could  assist 
the  administration  in  setting  up  a good  program  for 
both  instruction  and  intramural  competition.  When 
the  pools  are  completed,  this  organization  can  form 
a nucleus  for  goveming  such  intramural  competitions 
as  racing,  diving,  water  polo,  and  the  like.  This  can- 
not be  considered  to  be  merely  an  extension  of  the 
present  intramural  program — it  will  be  the  opening  of 
an  entirely  new  area  for  competition. 


Here’s  The  Splash! 

As  I said,  he’s  jumping  the  gun  to  make  this  pro- 
gram pay  off.  But  really,  whether  it’s  a false  start 
or  not  isn’t  entirely  up  to  him.  Pools  or  no  pools,  this 
council  can  function  in  many  aspects  riglit  now.  The 
starters  are  already  on  the  blocks  and  the  organiption 
must  draw  up  a constitution  before  it  can  be  considered 
for  approval.  Jay  Naylor,  director  of  intramurals,  and 
Elaine  Micliaelis,  supervisor  of  women’s  intramurals, 
have  allegedly  given  their  support  to  this  program 
pending  its  acceptance  by  the  studentbody  and  the  ad- 
ministration. Naylor  has  consented  tp  act  as  faculty 
advisor  for  the  group. 

If  you’re  interested  in  this  program,  you’d  be  do- 
ing yourself  and  the  rest  of  us  on  this  campus  a big 
favor  to  contact  Naylor  or  Bill  Steimle  who  are  taking 
on, the  burden  of  organization.
